How to Keep a Snapshot Album 


This and the following articles 
are taken from the Boob of 
Knowletige and can be clipped 
for saving in a reference book 

When one puts snapshots in an 
album, the usual practice is to 
paste from three to six snapshots 
in- one or two rows extending ac 
ross the page. This method is not 
very satisfactory. For one thing it 
is auite wastful of space. Again, if 
you wish to find a given snapshot 
you must thumb your way through 
the album until you hapen to come 
upon the desired picture. In this 
article we are going to show you 
how to arrange your photographs 
neatly, save space and be able to 
put your finger on any desired 


snapshots on the page, depending 
of course, upon the length of the 
page 

The snapshots should be number- 
ed consecutively throughout the 
album. Prepare rectangles of white 
paper inch by inch. Paste 
one of these to the lower edge of 
the back of a snapshot, at the 
center that a ‘%-inch square 
will protrude. Write the number of 
the snapshot upon this little 
square 

The right-hand side of the page 
should contain remarks about the 
snapshots. These remarks, written 
with white pencil or on a separate 
sheet of paper pasted to the album 
should include all the information 
necessary to identify the snapshots
